A Recognized Leader, 

All this, however, is of vary little 
consequence in comparison with the po- 
sition of Sir Edward Carson, who is 
now the recognized leader of the Un- 
ionists of Ireland. Who does Sir Ed- 
ward Carson represent? Certainly not 
the laborers, the artisans, the farmers 
or the workingmen of Ireland. Neither 
does he represent the Unionists of the 
South and West of Ireland. ‘That is 
clear from the commen! of the Unionist 
“Irish Times’ on his speech, That 
paper, Which is conducted with great 
ability in the interest of the Unionist 
cause, gives Sir Edward the “go-by" in 
the most polite manner imaginable. 

The fact is that the business men of 
Dublin do not want any heroivs in re- 
gerd to Home Rule. A considerable 
number ef them are opposed to such a 
measure, bul, as in the case of Belfast, 
very few of them attended Sir Edward 
Carson's meeting. The meeting, too, 
although it was undoubtedly large, was 
a flasco. Nobody secmed to bother 
about any of the speakers, and Sir Ed- 
ward Carson's speech fell on un-listen- 
ing ears, The whole thing was a frost, 
and, strange to say, that position is 
ackniwledged by the leading Uniemst 
paper, the “Irish Times,"’ The fact is 
that in Dubli Unionism is practically 
dead, and that an Tuesday night Sif Ed- 
ward Carson was conscicus of the fact, 
and that, Instead of being at a chris- 
tening, he was officiating at a very sad 
funeral.

That Mr, Redmond spoke with two 
voices, and that while he was mild, 
modest, and generous in England, he 
was biter and revolutionary in Ireland. 

That the key of the situation lay 
with Ulster, and that the Uniovists of 
the southern provinces should. imitate 
Ulster and appoint a representative 
commission to co-operate with the Uls- 
ter commission in defence of their com- 


{mon interests. 


Sir Edward said he missed some old 
friends. One or two had even gone 
aver to the enemy. There was Lord 
Pirrie, who had sold them for a coro- 
net (laughter and cheers), and Mr. T. 
W. Wussell, who had sold them for a 
salary (more laughter and cheers). On 
the question of principles and policy 
they stood where they weer in the 
struggles of 4886 and 1895, They 
stood, indeed, on still safer and surer 
grounds than they did in the old fight. 

An Act of Folly. 

Despite all the recent progress and 
the advantages which they were en- 
Joying, they were being invited by the 
Nationalists to cul-themsecives  adr.ft 
fram ihe present relationship with the 
Imperial Patcliament. He asked: Was 
there ever a greater act of folly, or a 
grealer attempt at committing national 
suicide ? 1 believe 1 will carry with 
mie the Opinions of ail reasoning and 
thougntful men when d say that it is 
most unfortunate that we have now 
onee more to enter upon this embitter- 
ed struggle, which can only, in any 
event, retard that material progress 
Which ought to be the aim, the object 
and the ideal of every man who loves 
his country, In 1886 and in 1895 
Home Rule was a policy of despair. 
Today it fs a policy of madness. But

and the consumer has been unable to 
obtain any relief; he has found it well- 
nigh impossible to obtain coal at any 
price. Only when there appeared to 
be geome prospect of relief, some pros- 
pect that the northern — coalmen's 
monopoly would be broken, did these 
people come through with an offer to 
sell the municipalily 1000 tons of coal. 
For my own part I would rather pay 
85 a ton more for imported coal, under 
the circumstances, than’ buy the’ ldéeal 
product.
